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Forty-Sixth  Annual  Report 

of  the 

Board  of  Managers  of  the  School  for 
the  Blind,  Halifax,  N.  S. 


Introduction. — In  submitting  their  forty-sixth 
annual  report  of  the  School  for  the  Blind  to  the 
Members  of  the  Corporation,  to  the  respective  Gov- 
ernments interested  and  to  the  friends  of  the  Institu- 
tion, the  Board  of  Managers  desire  to  acknowledge 
the  many  blessings  vouchsafed  to  the  school  by 
Almighty  God  and  to  express  the  hope  that  under 
the  guidance  of  a kind  Providence  the  Institution 
may  continue  to  carry  on  its  good  work  so  that  its 
advantages  may  continue  to  be  a blessing  to  those 
deprived  of  sight. 

Superintendent’s  Report. — In  the  report  of 
the  Superintendent  reference  is  made  to  the  work  of 
the  school,  to  the  teaching  staff  and  to  the  young 
men  and  young  women  who  were  awarded  their 
graduating  diplomas  at  the  closing  exercises  of  the 
school.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  work  of  the 
several  departments  of  the  school  was  successfully 
carried  on  throughout  the  year,  that  the  members 
of  the  staff  discharged  their  duties  so  as  to  win  the 
commendation  of  the  Superintendent,  and  that  the 
young  people  who  graduated  from  the  school  had 
been  well  equipped  to  take  an  active  part  in  the 
work-a  day  world. 

Attendance. — The  attendance  of  pupils  has 
kept  well  up  to  the  average  of  previous  years. 
Unfortunately  the  young  men  of  the  school,  owing 
to  their  physical  disability,  are  unable  to  show  their 
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loyalty  to  King  and  Country  by  enlisting  in  the 
Canadian  regiments  going  overseas.  Hence  the 
number  of  pupils  in  attendance  does  not  show  the 
serious  falling  off  which  is  so  apparent  in  other 
educational  institutions.  At  the  same  time  the 
spirit  which  animates  the  boys  is  strong  and  patriotic 
and  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  to  many  of  the 
young  men  of  the  school  the  handicap  of  blindness 
has  in  these  days  of  stress  and  strain  come  home  to 
them  with  a poignancy  more  keen  than  they  have 
ever  before  experienced.  However  the  boys  and  the 
girls  of  the  school  are  doing  their  bit  in  furthering 
the  cause  for  which  Canada  and  the  Empire  are  at 
war  by  giving  their  services  gladly  at  concerts  and 
other  entertainments  organized  to  raise  money  for  the 
Patriotic  Fund,  the  Belgian  Relief  Fund  and  the 
work  of  the  Red  Cross  Societies. 


American  Association  of  Instructors  of 
THE  Blind.  — It  is  a great  source  of  satisfaction  to 
your  Board  to  realize  that  the  Convention  of  the 
American  Association  of  Instructors  of  the  Blind, 
which  was  held  iu  this  school  in  July  last,  was  so 
successfully  carried  through,  and  that  the  delegates 
who  attended  appreciated  the  efforts  that  were  made 
by  the  citizens  of  Halifax  to  make  their  stay  in  the 
city  in  every  way  enjoyable.  The  publicity  given  to 
woik  for  the  blind  during  the  meetings  of  the  Con- 
vention cannot  fail  to  react  favourably  upon  this 
school  and  upon  the  organized  efforts  that  are  being 
mar  e to  better  the  condition  of  the  blind  in  all  parts 
of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland. 


An  Endowment  Fund  for  the  Blind.— The 
people  throughout  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  New- 
oun  and  have  for  many  years  taken  a deep  interest 
m he  progress  of  this  school.  They  have  subscribed 
willingly  towards  the  erecting  of  the  several  build- 
ings which  form  this  institution.  They  have  assisted 
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in  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  our  free 
Circulating’  Library  of  point  print  books.  They 
have  enabled  us  to  place  in  our  Assembly  Hall  a fine 
pipe  organ,  and  have  by  the  contributions  of  the 
living  and  bequests  of  those  who  have  died  enabled 
us  to  greatly  extend  the  accommodation  for  pupils 
and  to  perfect  the  equipment  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  the  school. 

As  an  educational  institution  for  those  deprived  of 
sight  the  school  has  secured  an  excellent  reputation 
not  only  in  Canada  but  in  all  parts  of  the  world  where 
it  is  known.  It  has  been  the  earnest  desire  of  your 
Board,  as  well  as  of  the  Superintendent,  to  give  to 
the  blind  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfound- 
land a broad,  effective  and  practical  training  such  as 
would  enable  the  great  majority  of  the  graduates  to 
earn  their  own  livelihood.  While  practicing  the 
most  rigid  economy  we  have  aimed  at  the  highest 
efficiency.  Anyone  familiar  with  the  cost  of  educat- 
ing the  blind  in  other  countries  will  bear  testimony 
to  the  fact  that  for  the  results  accomplished  the  per 
capitum  cost  per  pupil  in  this  school  is  from  thirty  to 
forty  per  cent,  less  than  the  cost  per  capitum  in 
similar  institutions  in  Europe  and  America. 

Owing  to  war  conditions  and  the  increased  cost  of 
maintenance  your  Board  is  confronted  with  a heavy 
deficit  on  current  account  for  the  year  just  closed  and 
with  a prospective  deficit  for  the  fiscal  year  of  the 
school  just  commencing.  We  cannot  for  a moment 
consider  any  curtailing  of  expenditure  which  would 
involve  lessened  opportunities  for  the  blind  youth  of 
the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland. 

We  do  not  believe  that  the  time  is  opportune  for 
seeking  increased  grants  from  the  several  Govern- 
ments and  Legislatures  which  on  so  many  occasions 
have  evinced  their  interest  in  the  work  of  the  school 
and  the  welfare  of  the  blind.  After  giving  the  matter 
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of  the  maintenance  of  the  school  our  fullest  considera- 
tion we  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  establish- 
ment of  an  Endowment  Fund  for  the  Blind,  as  outlined 
by  the  Superiutendent,  is  the  only  possible  way  in 
which  the  annual  income  of  the  school  may  at  present 
be  increased.  Moreover,  the  endowment  plan  com- 
mends itself  more  particularly  to  our  judgment 
because  through  it  ample  provision  will  be  made  for 
the  teaching  of  the  adult  blind  in  their  homes,  the 
maintenance  of  the  Circulating  Library  of  raised 
print  books,  the  assisting  of  our  graduates  when  they 
leave  the  school,  the  printing  of  Canadian  text  books 
and  Canadian  literature  in  the  Braille  point  system  and 
the  founding  of  one  or  more  scholarships  for  deserving 
graduates.  We  believe  that  when  the  public-spirited 
and  generous  people  of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick, 
Prince  Edward  Island  and  Newfoundland  realize 
that  notwithstanding  what  has  already  been  accom- 
plished there  are  yet  many  needs  of  the  blind  which 
deserve  their  interest  they  will  be  in  hearty  sympathy 
with  the  establishing  of  the  Endowment  Fund  for  the 
blind.  We  realize  that  the  undertaking  is  one  of 
considerable  magnitude,  but  wc  are  confident  that 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  public  a way  will  be 
found  to  create  an  Endowment  Fund  for  the  blind 
which  will  for  all  time  prove  a blessing  to  those 
deprived  of  sight. 

Superintendent.  — In  closing  our  report  we 
desire  again  to  refer  to  the  untiring  energy  of  Sir 
Frederick  Fraser  in  his  endeavors  to  maintain  the 
high  standard  of  the  school  and  to  advance  its 
efficiency. 

The  standing  iuvitation  given  by  Sir  Frederick  to 
the  American  Association  of  Instructors  of  the  Blind 
to  meet  in  convention  in  this  school  was  a happily 
conceived  idea,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  it 
was  realized  by  the  Association  meeting  in  this  city 
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in  July  last  and  by  the  success  which  marked  the 
meetings  of  the  Convention.  It  is  apparent  that  it  is 
mutually  advantageous  for  the  instructors  of  the 
blind  to  meet  in  convention  and  to  discuss  the  problems 
relating  to  the  education  and  training  of  those 
deprived  of  sight.  There  is  little  doubt  that  if  the 
policy  with  regard  to  the  Braille  Point  System  as 
outlined  by  our  Superintendent  be  successfully  con- 
summated that  this  Convention  will  mark  a new  era 
of  progress  in  the  education  of  the  blind. 

Our  Superintendent  is  broad  minded  and  unselfish 
and  is  ever  thinking  and  planning  to  advance  the 
interest  of  not  only  his  pupils  but  also  of  those  who 
may  lose  their  sight  in  adult  life  and  are  living  at 
their  homes.  We  thoroughly  endorse  the  proposal 
set  forth  in  his  report  to  further  the  interests  of  the 
school,  the  Extension  Movement,  the  Maritime 
Association  for  the  Blind,  the  Canadian  Printing 
House  for  the  Blind  and  the  establishment  of  scholar- 
ships and  grants.  These  beneficent  agencies  for  the 
blind  deserve  encouragement,  but  at  present  they 
have  to  face  the  ever  present  difficulty  of  want  of 
funds  to  carry  them  out.  Your  Board  has  decided 
that  the  only  correct  method  of  dealing  with  these 
interests  of  the  blind  is  to  raise  an  Endowment  Fund 
for  the  blind.  This  will  of  course  take  time  to 
accomplish,  but  we  are  confident  that  this  movement 
to  further  the  interest  of  the  blind  in  the  Maritime 
Provinces  and  Newfoundland,  when  it  is  fully  under- 
stood by  the  pnblic,  will  receive  hearty  and  generous 
support. 

We  trust  that  our  esteemed  Superintendent  may 
long  be  spared  in  health  and  vigor,  and  that  he  may 
live  to  see  the  Endowment  Fund  for  the  blind 
successfully  established.

Superintendent's  Report. 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  School  for  the  Blind  : 

Gentlemen,  - The  table  of  attendance  herewith 
submitted  shows  that  173  blind  persons  have  been 
under  instruction  during  the  past  year,  of  whom  95 
were  males  and  78  females.  Of  these  31  graduated 
or  remained  at  home,  making  the  total  number  regis- 

terf<LPfCem,ber  lst’  1916>  142>  of  whom  76  are  males 
and  66  females.  Of  these  92  are  from  the  Province 
of  Nova  Scotia,  27  from  New  Brunswick,  5 from 
Prince  Edward  Island,  17  from  Newfoundland  and  1 
from  British  Columbia.

The  School. — The  School  for  the  Blind  was 
opened  to  receive  pupils  in  August,  1871.  The 
register  of  pupils,  which  was  published  in  the  first 
annual  report  of  the  school  issued  in  December,  1871, 
showed  that  there  were  in  attendance  at  this  date  three 
boys  and  three  girls,  that  one  teacher  constituted  the 
teaching  staff  and  that  the  income  of  the  school  from 
all  sources  was  $2,740.60.  The  work  of  the  school 
was  carried  on  in  one  comparatively  small  building 
and  the  equipment  for  school  purposes  was  limited  to 
a few  books  printed  in  the  line  letter,  a half  dozen 
arithmetic  boards  and  one  second-hand  piano.  To-day 
as  the  register  shows  we  have  in  attendance  76  boys 
and  66  girls,  that  there  are  on  the  staff  eight  teachers 
in  the  School  Department,  seven  in  the  Musical 
Department,  three  in  the  Technical  Department, 
three  in  the  Department  of  Domestic  Science  and  one 
instructor  in  Physical  Training. 
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The  income  from  all  sources  now  amounts  to 
$38,254.99  per  annum. 

The  five  buildings  of  the  school  cover  an  area  of 
21,070  feet,  being  eight  times  greater  than  that 
covered  by  the  original  buildings,  while  the  equip- 
ment of  the  several  departments  of  the  school  is  in 
keeping  with  the  growth  of  the  institution  and  well 
abreast  of  the  times. 

It  is  gratifying  to  realize  that  the  blind  youth  of 
the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland  have  now 
within  their  reach  an  education  and  training  equal 
in  all  respects  to  the  educational  advantages  open  to 
the  blind  of  Europe  and  America  and  that  these 
opportunities  are  being  eagerly  sought  by  the  boys 
and  girls  resident  .in  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick, 
Prince  Edward  Island  and  Newfoundland  who  are 
partially  or  totally  blind. 

The  Staff. — The  school  is  fortunate  in  having 
a zealous  and  painstaking  teaching  staff,  and  its 
members  are  worthy  of  every  commendation  for  the 
interest  they  have  shown  in  the  progress  of  their 
pupils.  Owing  to  indifferent  health,  Miss  B.  Studd, 
of  the  girls’  Musical  'Department,  has  after  many 
years  of  good  and  faithful  work  resigned  her  position. 
Miss  Florence  Clancy  has  taken  the  position  vacated 
by  Miss  Studd,  and  Miss  May  McNeil  of  Sydney  has 
been  appointed  as  an  assistant  teacher  of  music. 

Health. — During  the  past  year  the  health  of 
the  pupils  has  been  exceptionally  good  and  no  serious 
case  of  illness  has  developed.  This  is  due  in  a great 
measure  to  the  regular  lives  which  the  pupils  lead, 
to  the  good  wholesome  food  which  is  prepared  for 
them  and  to  daily  exercises  in  the  gymnasiums  or  in 
the  open  air. 


Graduates. — In  June  last  a number  of  very  bright  and  promising  pupils  graduated 
from  the  school,  and  will  no  doubt  give  a good  account  of  themselves  as  vocal  and 
instrumental  teachers,  pianoforte  tuners,  broom-makers,  etc.,  etc.  The  following 
schedule  shows  the  names  of  the  graduates  with  the  diplomas  and  certificates  received 
by  each  : —

Local  Workshops  for  the  Blind. — In  previous 
reports  attention  has  been  called  to  the  need  of 
giving  employment  to  blind  persons  who  have  been 
trained  in  broom-making  and  other  industries  but 
who  are  not  in  a position  to  earn  more  than  fifty  or 
seventy-five  per  cent,  of  their  livelihood.  The  fact 
has  also  been  emphasized  that  idleness  is  to  an  adult 
blind  person  a much  greater  affliction  than  is  blind- 
ness itself. 


Through  the  efforts  of  the  Union  of  Municipali- 
ties for  Nova  Scotia  the  Legislature  of  this  Province 
enacted  a law  which  I believe  with  the  co-operation 
of  public-spirited  men  and  women  in  our  cities, 
towns  and  villages  will  practically  solve  the  problem 
of  giving  employment  to  blind  persons.  The  Legis- 
lature of  Nova  Scotia  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the 
progressive  spirit  which  it  has  shown  with  respect  to 
the  blind  by  the  enactment  of  this  new  law,  and  it 
only  remains  to  those  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
blind  to  take  active  steps  to  organize  local  workshops 
for  the  blind  as  provided  for  in  the  legislation  to 
which  I have  referred. 


The  following  is  a copy  of  the  Act  which  was 
signed  by  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of 
Nova  Scotia  on  May  17th,  1916  : 

An  Act  Respecting  the  Employment  of  the  Blind. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council,  and 
Assembly  as  follows  :

(b  ) The  aiding  by  way  of  grants,  concessions  or 
otherwise,  of  any  organizations  or  associations,  within 
the  confines  of  any  city,  town  or  municipality,  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  employing  those  who  are  totally  or 
partially  blind.” 

American  Association  of  Instructors  of 
THE  Blind. — In  the  early  part  of  July  last  the 
American  Association  of  Instructors  of  the  Blind 
held  their  biennial  meeting  in  the  School  for  the 
Blind  of  this  city.  The  delegates  included  the 
Superintendents  of  schools  for  the  blind  from  all 
parts  of  North  America  as  well  as  representatives  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  and  teaching  staffs  of  these 
schools.  Upwards  of  eighty  delegates  were  in  attend- 
ance, and  for  three  days  the  Association  held  two  or 
more  sittings  with  round  tables  following  almost  each 
session.  The  delegates  present  at  the  opening  session 
of  the  Association  were  cordially  welcomed  by  the 
late  Hon.  D.  MacKeen,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Nova 
Scotia,  Mr.  P.  F.  Martin,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Hali- 
fax, and  Sir  Frederick  Fraser,  representing  the  Board 
of  Managers  and  staff  of  the  School  for  the  Blind. 
Many  papers  relating  to  the  welfare  of  the  blind  were 
read  and  the  discussions  which  followed  were  instruc- 
tive and  inspiring.  The  principal  matter  which 
engaged  the  attention  of  the  delegates  was  the  report 
of  the  Uniform  Type  Committee  and  the  recommenda- 
tion that  the  British  Braille  alphabet  be  adopted  as  a 
uniform  type  system,  provided  that  an  agreement 
should  be  reached  by  the  British  Braille  Committee 
and  the  American  Uniform  Type  Committee  as  to  the 
word  and  syllable  contractions  to  be  adopted.  The 
recommendation  evoked  a very  spirited  discussion, 


but  a resolution  based  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
American  Uniform  Type  Committee  was  finally 
passed  by  a unanimous  vote  of  the  Association. 
While  the  Convention  at  Halifax  was  notable  for 
many  reasons  it  will  probably  become  historic  if  as 
the  outcome  of  the  action  of  the  Association  the 
British  Braille  Point  System,  which  is  universally 
used  throughout  Europe,  should  become  the  uniform 
type  system  of  the  English  speaking  world.  Such  a 
consummation  is  devoutly  to  be  wished,  as  it  would 
mean  the  output  of  literature  for  the  blind  in  increas- 
ed quantity  and  reduced  cost.  The  spirit  that  per- 
vaded the  meetings  of  the  Association  was  most 
encouraging,  and  evidences  were  not  wanting  that 
the  watchword  of  the  Convention — “ Faith  in  the 
Blind  met  with  the  sympathetic  approval  of  every 
delegate  present.  The  Rev.  Captain  McKinnon  very 
kindly  addressed  the  Convention  on  “Education,” 
and  it.  need  only  be  said  that  his  address  was  full  ’of 
inspiring  thought  and  helpful  suggestions  and  was 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  delegates  and  their  friends. 

Halifax  is  noted  for  its  hospitality,  and  on  the 
occasion  of  the  meeting  of  the  American  Association 
of  Instructors  of  the  Blind  the  citizens  of  Halifax 
lived  well  up  to  the  reputation  of  the  city.  Private 
homes  were  opened  for  the  entertainment  of  delegates 
and  many  citizens  came  forward  and  offered  enter-

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excursion  on  the  harbor,  basin  and  North  West  Arm 
also  to  His  Honor  Lieutenant  Governor  MacKeen 
and  Mrs.  MacKeen  for  the  hospitality  extended  the 
delegates  at  a garden  party  held  at  their  beautiful 
summer  home  Maplewood.”  The  reception  held 
at  the  School  for  the  Blind  for  the  delegates  and  their 
mends  on  the  first  evening  of  the  Convention  was 
one  of  the  most  enjoyable  entertainments  of  the  kind 
that  has  been  held  in  the  city  for  many  years,  and  was 
made  doubly  attractive  by  the  splendid  programmes 
of  music  rendered  by  the  Band  of  the  Sixty  Third 
Regiment  and  by  the  Barker  Orchestra,  both  of  which 
organizations  gave  their  services  for  the  evening  free 
of  charge.  My  thanks  are  also  due  the  press  of  the 
city  for  the  fullness  of  their  reports  of  the  meetings 
and  for  the  publicity  given  to  all  matters  pertaining 
to  the  Convention.  I may  add  that  since  the  dele- 
gates have  returned  to  their  homes  I have  received 
very  many  warm  and  enthusiastic  letters  congratulat- 
ing  the  School  for  the  Blind  at  Halifax  upon  holding 
the  record  for  one  of  the  best  meetings  of  the  Associa- 
tion that  has  been  held  in  the  past  forty  years,  and 
expressing  appreciation  of  the  splendid  hospitality 
extended  to  the  delegates  by  the  citizens  of  Halifax. 


Increased  Income  Required. — If  the  work  of 
the  School  for  the  Blind  is  to  be  effective  and  its 
pupils  educated  and  trained  for  lives  of  usefulness  its 
financial  support  must  be  placed  on  a broad  and 
generous  footing  and  its  executive  management 
relieved  from  the  constant  anxiety  of  recurring 
annual  deficits  with  the  consequent  overdrafts  at  the 
bank.  I have  frequently  pointed  out  that  our  annual 
income  per  pupil,  including  endowment,  is  about 
$280.00,  whereas  the  income  of  the  Brantford  School 
for  the  Blind,  controlled  by  the  Government  of 
Ontario,  amounts  to  $402.00  per  pupil.  Moreover, 
in  the  latter  school  all  improvements,  permanent 
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repairs,  etc.,  are  made  at  the  Government’s  expense, 
whereas  these  outlays  are  with  us  directly  chargeable 
to  our  current  account.  We  are  of  course  at  the 
present  time  feeling  most  keenly  the  increased  cost 
of  provisions,  furnishings,  fuel,  wages,  repairs,  etc., 
due  to  the  great  European  war,  but  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  treasurer’s  statement  our  outlay  for  the  cur- 
rent year  upon  repairs  to  buildings  has  been  very 
largely  in  excess  of  any  previous  year.  This  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  our  centre  building,  erected  forty- 
nine  years  ago,  and  our  east  wing,  erected  twenty-five 
years  ago,  required  to  be  placed  in  thorough  repair 
so  as  to  prevent  the  deterioration  of  the  property. 
Were  it  possible  I should  like  to  see  the  income  of  the 
school  from  endowments  increased  by  $7,500.00  per 
annum.  At  a later  stage  in  this  report  the  matter 
will  be  dealt  with  more  fully. 

The  Extension  Movement. — The  Extension 
Movement  of  the  School  for  the  Blind  includes  the 
teaching  of  reading  and  writing  to  the  adult  blind  in 
their  homes,  the  maintenance  of  the  free  Circulating 
Library  of  raised  print  books  for  the  blind,  the  visit- 
ing of  the  families  of  young  blind  children  and  the 
wide  dissemination  of  printed  matter  with  respect  to 
the  prevention  of  blindness.  The  field  secretary, 
Mr.  John  Weir,  who  has  charge  of  the  Extension 
Movement,  has  been  actively  engaged  during  the 
past  year  in  furthering  the  interest  of  the  movement, 
and  has  so  far  met  with  gratifying  success.  During 
July  and  August  Mr.  Weir,  accompanied  by  a num- 
ber of  our  teachers,  graduates  and  pupils,  held  a 
series  of  public  meetings  in  Newfoundland  and 
eastern  Nova  Scotia  and  succeeded  in  arousing  a 
deeper  and  wider  interest  in  the  school  and  in  the 
work  in  which  he  is  specially  engaged.  The  aim  of 
the  Extension  Movement  is  to  secure  an  income  of  at 
least  per  annum,  so  that  five  home  teachers 
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the  blind  may  be  kept  permanently  employed. 

t,hls  work  1S  limited  to  the  teach- 
ing oi  the  adult  blind,  who  reside  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  homes  of  the  graduates  of  the  school. 

_ Maritime  Association  for  the  Blind  —The 
Maritime  Association  for  the  Blind,  which  was  incor- 
porated in  May,  1914,  has  for  its  primary  object  the 
promotion  of  the  welfare  of  the  graduates  of  the 
School  for  the  Blind.  The  Association  provides 
funds  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  teachers  of 
vocal  and  instrumental  music  when  first  locating 
in  any  town  or  village,  and  also  furnishes  our  piano- 
forte tuners,  etc.,  with  outfits  of  tools.  The  agent 
of  the  Association,  Mr.  G.  W.  Theakston,  is  actively 
engaged  in  securing  employment  for  recent  graduates 
and  in  forwarding  the  interests  of  former  graduates. 
The  Association  is  engaged  in  a beneficent  and  neces- 
sary work  and  its  activities  might,  with  advantage 
to  the  blind,  be  greatly  extended  were  it  in  a position 
to  meet  the  outlay  such  extension  would  involve. 
The  Association  requires  for  its  present  needs  an 
income  of  from  $2,000.00  to  $2,500.00  per  annum. 


Canadian  Printing  House  for  the  Blind. — 
One  of  the  great  needs  that  is  experienced  in  this 
school  and  in  other  schools  for  the  blind  in  Canada  is 
the  printing  in  the  Braille  point  system  of  Canadian 
text  books  and  Canadian  literature.  Our  school 
books  have  for  the  most  part  been  purchased  in 
London,  Edinburgh  and  Paris,  and  while  excellent 
in  their  way  they  are  not  adapted  to  the  blind  youth 
of  Canada.  The  Canadian  Printing  House  for  the 
Blind  which  in  a modest  way  began  its  work  in  this 
school  in  1901  has  published  a number  of  suitable 
text  books  which  have  been  of  very  great  value  in 
our  literary  and  musical  departments.  These  include 
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the  “ Outlines  of  Canadian  History,”  a practical 
speller,  a spelling  dictionary,  harmonic  notation, 
a book  of  hymns,  besides  choruses,  songs,  etc.  The 
lack  of  funds  has  greatly  hampered  the  work,  and 
under  present  circumstances  it  is  almost  impossible 
for  the  Printing  House  to  undertake  new  publica- 
tions. This  department  in  order  to  be  thoroughly 
effective  should  have  an  available  income  of  $1,500.00 
per  annum.  The  work  of  the  Printing  House  has 
already  proved  advantageous  to  hundreds  of  blind 
persons,  but  if  this  work  could  be  continuously  prose- 
cuted the  output  of  purely  Canadian  books  would 
prove  a blessing  to  the  blind  of  all  ages  throughout 
the  Dominion. 


Scholarships  and  Grants. — In  previous  reports 
I have  advocated  the  establishment  of  scholarships  in 
connection  with  the  School  for  the  Blind.  Many  of 
°ur . pupils  possess  distinctive  literary  or  musical 
ability,  and  several  of  these  might  after  graduating 
prosecute  their  studies  to  advantage  either  by  taking 
a college  course  or  by  supplementing  their  musical 
training  in  a recognized  censer vatorv  of  music  Five 
of  the  former  pupils  have  taken  their  full  college 
course.  Four  of  these  graduated  from  Dalhousie 
University,  Halifax,  and  one  from  Acadia  Univer- 
sity, Wolfville.  One  of  these,  Mr.  Leon  Duffy,  is 
now  pastor  in  charge  of  the  Baptist  Church  of  Grand 
Falls,  N.  B.  Another,  Mr.  Grover  Livingston,  is 
an  ordained  Presbyterian  minister  and  is  doing  good 
work  in  Shediac,  N.  B.  Still  another,  Mr.  Charles 
Mcinnes,  who  graduated  with  distinction  from  Dal- 
housie  College,  is  now  taking  a special  course  in 
history  in  Oxford  University  with  a view  of  fitting- 
himself  for  a professorship  of  history.  One  of  our 
graduates,  Dr.  J.  A.  McDonald  of  Halifax,  took  the 
full  course  in  the  Massachusetts  Coliege  of  Osteo- 
pathy, Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  where  he  gra- 
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duated  with  high  distinction.  Subsequently  Dr 
MacDonald  successfully  passed  the  Massachusetts 
medical  examination. 

c^our  graduates  have  taken  vocal  courses 
in  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music.  Two 
have  studied  music  for  two  or  more  years  in  Leipsic 
Germany,  and  one,  Mr.  Hollis  Lindsay,  graduated 
with  honors  from  the  Chicago  Conservatory  of  Music. 
Had  we  been  fortunate  enough  to  have  had  one  or 
more  scholarships  in  conunection  with  the  school  the 
list  of  distinguished  graduates  might  have  been 
doubled  or  trebled.  We  should  have  an  income  of 
from  $500.00  to  $1000.00  per  annum  from  which 
scholarships  might  be  awarded  to  talented  pupils  and 
special  grants  made  to  deserving  graduates. 

An  Endowment  Fund  for  the  Blind. — In 
outlining  the  needs  of  the  blind  of  the  Maritime 
Provinces  and  Newfoundland  I have  as  briefly  as 
possible  shown  the  necessity  for  taking  active  steps 
for  securing  financial  support  for  the  activities  to 
which  I have  referred.  I have  not  mentioned  the 
soldiers  who  have  become  blind  during  the  war,  first, 
because  their  number  is  much  less  than  was  at  first 
anticipated,  and  second,  because  the  Government  of 
Canada  and  the  Royal  Hospitals  Commission  have 
made  ample  provision  for  the  pensioning  and  special 
training  of  Canadian  soldiers  who  may  unfortunately 
lose  their  sight  during  the  war.  Several  plans  have 
been  proposed  in  the  United  States  and  in  Canada  to 
raise  a large  fund  for  blinded  soldiers,  but  the 
Royal  Hospitals  Commission  has  declared  that  so  far 
as  Canada  is  concerned  there  is  no  real  necessity  for' 
such  a fund.  On  the  other  hand  it  is  only  right  that 
the  public  should  realize  that  a fund  having  for  its 
purpose  the  betterment  of  the  condition  of  the  civilian 
blind  is  urgently  needed.  I purpose,  therefore,  with 
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the  consent  and  co-operation  of  your  Board  to  devote 
my  energies  to  the  raising  of  an  endowment  fund  for 
the  blind.  This  fund  will  be  placed  in  the  hands  of 
trustees,  one  of  which  should  be  the  Eastern  Trust 
Company  of  Halifax  and  the  others  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
School  for  the  Blind.  The  income  from  this  fund 
will  be  allocated  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
school  to  the  purposes  to  which  I have  referred.  The 
regulation  governing  the  endowment  fund  for  the 
blind  and  the  allocation  of  the  income  arising  there- 
from, after  due  consideration  by  your  Board,  will  be 
given  the  fullest  publicity.  I feel  confident  that  in 
the  establishment  of  this  endowment  fund  for  the 
blind  we  will  have  widespread  public  and  private 
support,  and  I am  convinced  that  such  an  endowment 
would  prove  a great  blessing  to  the  Blind  of  Nova 
Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Prince  Edward  Island  and 
Newfoundland. 

Acknowledgments.  — Through  the  kindness  of 
the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  various  churches,  the 
donations  of  which  are  elsewhere  acknowledged,  a 
number  of  new  books  have  been  added  to  our  free 
Circulating  Library  for  the  Blind,  which  will  be 
greatly  appreciated  by  our  readers.  The  Circulating 
Library  of  the  school  has  also  received  from  the  North 
British  Society  of  Halifax  the  Poetic  Works  of  Robert 
Burns,  seven  volumes,  and  from  the  Maritime  Associa- 
tion for  the  Blind  “ History  of  Canada,”  by  Charles 
G.  D.  Roberts,  in  eight  volumes.  On  behalf  of  those 
to  whom  the  Library  has  proved  an  inestimable  benefit 
I desire  to  offer  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  kind 
thought  which  prompted  these  organizations  to 
remember  the  blind. 

Conclusion. — During  the  forty-three  years  that 
I have  been  superintendent  of  this  school  I have 
Been  fortunate  in  having  the  hearty  support  of  the 
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Board  of  Managers  and  I have  pleasure  in  acknow- 
ledging with  gratitude  the  confidence  which  the  Board 
has  always  placed  in  me.  My  energies  and  ex- 
perience are  always  at  your  command,  and  I trust 
1 1 at  with  your  continued  co-operation  it  may  be  my 
privilege  to  do  more  effective  work  for  those  who  are 
deprived  of  sight.

Respecting  the  Education  of  the  Blind  of  Nova  Scotia 

Chapter  54,  Revised  Statutes,  1900. 


1.  (1)— The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person 
between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has, 
under  the  provision  of  "Chapter  50,’r  a settlement  in  any 
municipality,  city  or  town,  may  apply  to  the  warden  of  such 
municipality  or  to  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  town,  for  an 
order  for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind,  which  order  the  said  warden  or  mayor 
shall  at  once  grant  under  his  hand  and  the  corporate  seal  of 
the  municipality,  city  or  town,  on  being  satisfied  that  such 
blind  person  is  between  the  ages  above  prescribed,  and  has 
a legal  settlement  in  such  municipality,  city  or  town. — 
1895,  C.  1,  Sec.  114,  part. 

(2) — Such  order  shall  entitle  the  blind  person  named 
therein  to  be  received  into  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind, 
and  subject  to  conditions  in  this  Chapter  prescribed,  to  be 
educated  and  boarded  therein  during  the  school  term. — 
1895,  C.  1,  S.  114,  part. 

2.  (1) — -Pupils  entering  the  school  between  the  ages  of 
six  and  ten  years  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years  in 
addition  to  the  time  in  attendance  under  ten  years  of  age  ; 
those  entering  between  the  ages  of  ten  and  thirteen  years 
shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years;  those  entering 
between  the  ages  of  thirteen  and  seventeen  shall  be  entitled 
to  remain  five  years;  those  entering  between  the  ages  of 
seventeen  and  twenty-one  years  shall  be  entitled  to  remain 
three  years. 

(2)  The  Council  of  Public  Instruction  may,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  extend  the  time 
of  attendance  of  any  pupils.

or  town,  an  allowance  to  the  Bourd  of  Managers  of  the  school 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty-live  dollars  per  annum  shall  be 
rated  upon  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  or  town  in  case  such 
city  or  town  does  not  contribute  to  or  draw  from  the  munici- 
pal school  fund,  and  in  such  case  such  sum  shall  be  paid  to 
the  managers  for  each  such  blind  person  sent  to  the  school, 
and  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  managers  from  the  provincial 
treasury  for  each  such  blind  person  for  which  such  city  or 
town  contributes  such  allowance  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  dollars,  in  Chap.  54,  the  manner  provided  in 
the  next  preceding  section. — 1895,  0.  1,  S.  114,  part. 

5.  The  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind 
shall  furnish,  semi-annually,  to  the  Council  of  Public 
Instruction  full  returns  of  the  names,  ages  and  residences  of 
the  pupils  in  respect  to  whom  such  payments  are  claimed. — 
1895,  C.  1,  S.  114,  part. 

6.  In  the  annual  apportionment  of  the  municipal  school 
fund,  the  Superintendent  of  Education  shall  include  the 
amounts  due  the  managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the 
Blind,  and  issue  drafts  therefor  on  the  treasurers  of  the 
respective  municipalities. — 1895,  C.  1,  S.  114,  part. 

7.  The  Council  of  Public  Instruction  upon  being  satisfied 
that  an  applicant  has  a settlement  within  the  province,  and 
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has  no  means  of  paying  the  expense  of  his  education,  may 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  make 
the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  apply  to  any  blind  person 
over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  Such  action  of  tho  Coun- 
cil of  Public  Instruction  shall  entitle  the  blind  person  to  be 
received  into  the  school  on  the  same  terms  as  if  he  were  under 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years. — 1895,  C.  1,  S.  114,  part. 

8.  In  the  case  of  any  person  who  has  been  admitted  to 
the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  or  on  whose  behalf  applica- 
tion for  admission  to  such  school  has  been  made,  who  has  no 
settlement  within  the  province,  the  Provincial  Secretary,  if 
satisfied  that  such  person  is  chargeable  to  the  province,  may 
pay,  or  agree  to  pay  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School 
the  same  sum  as  is  paid  from  the  provincial  treasury  in  the 
case  of  a person  admitted  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of 
this  Chapter. — 1895,  C.  1.  S.  114,  part. 

9.  The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person  between 
the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has  not  a settle- 
ment within  this  province,  may,  nevertheless,  apply  to  the 
warden  of  any  municipality,  or  to  the  mayor  of  any  city  or 
town  for  an  order  for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  ; and  if  such  warden  or  mayor 
is  satisfied  that  such  parent  or  guardian  has  bona  fide  settled 
in  such  municipality,  city  or  town,  with  the  intention  of 
remaining,  the  warden  or  mayor  may  grant  sucti  order,  which 
shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  an  order  made  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  in  respect  to  a person  who 
has  a settlement  within  this  province. — 1895,  C 1,  S.  114, 
part. 

10.  The  Provincial  Secretary  has  to  be  ex  officio  a mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the 
Blind.

1.  The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person  between 
the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has,  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  179  of  these  consolidated  Statutes,  a 
settlement  within  any  county  or  city  of  the  province,  may 
apply  to  the  warden  of  the  municipality,  or  the  m«.yor  of  the 
city,  for  an  order  for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the

2.  — The  Lieutenant  Governor-in-Council,  upon  being  satis- 
fied that  the  applicant  has  a settlement  within  the  Province 
of  New  Brunswick,  and  has  no  means  of  paying  the  expenses 
of  his  or  her  education,  may  by  Order-in-Oouncil  make  the 
provisions  of  this  Chapter  apply  to  any  blind  person  over  the 
age  of  tweuty-one  years,  and  such  order  shall  specify  the 
municipality  in  which  such  blind  person  has  a settlement, 
and  upon  which  he  or  she  shall  be  chargeable.  Such  Order- 
in-Council  shall  entitle  the  blind  person  mentioned  therein  to 
be  received  at  the  Halifax  School  tor  the  Blind,  or  any  other 
institution  for  the  blind,  on  the  same  terms  as  persons  men- 
tioned in  sections  1 and  5 of  this  Chapter.

sections,  shall  (subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Lieuteuunt-

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4.  The  Lieutenant  - Governor  - in  - Council  shall  have 
authority  by  Order-in-Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind, 
or  any  other  institution  for  the  blind  approved  by  the 
Lieutenaut-Governor-in-Council,  to  extend  the  time  of  any 
pupil  who  has  entered  under  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter, 
or  of  any  Act  consolidated  therein.— 56  V.,  c.

5.  Such  order  so  approved  by  the  Provincial  Secretary 
shall  entitle  the  blind  person  named  therein  to  be  received 
into  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  or  other  institution  for 
the  blind,  as  aforesaid,  and  subject  to  conditions  hereinafter 
prescribed,  to  be  educated  and  boarded  therein  during  the 
school  terms,  Pupils  entering  the  school  between  the  ages 
of  six  and  ten  years  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years 
in  addition  to  the  time  in  attendance  until  ten  years  of  age, 
and  pupils  under  thirteen  years  of  age,  when  entering  the 
school,  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years ; those  enter- 
ing between  the  ages  of  thirteen  aud  seventeen  shall  be 
entitled  to  remain  five  years;  and  those  between  the  ages  of 
seventeen  and  twenty-one  years  to  remain  three  years. — 
55  V.,  c.  8,  s 2;  59  V.,  c.  13,  s.  2. 

6.  For  every  blind  person  received  into  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind,  or  other  institution  for  the  blind, 
approved  as  aforesaid,  pursuant  to  this  Chapter,  and 
educated  and  boarded  therein,  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
such  school  or  institution  for  the  blind  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  from  the  provincial  treasury,  at  the  rate  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  per  annum,  payable  half 
yearly,  and  also  to  receive  at  the  same  rate  from  the  county 
school  fund  of  the  municipality  to  which  the  said  blind 
person  belongs.  This  section  to  apply  to  the  blind  persons 
in  attendance  at  the  Halifax  institution  at  the  time  of  the 
passing  of  this  Chapter.— 55  V.,  c.  8,  s.  3,  6 Edward  VII. 
& 16,  s.  1. 

7.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  said  Halifax  school,  or 
other  institution  for  the  blind,  approved  as  aforesaid,  shall 
furnish  semi-annually,  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  July 
in  each  year,  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  of 
the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  full  returns  of  the  names, 
ages,  residence,  attendance,  etc.,  of  the  pupils  in  respect  of 
whom  the  above  grants  may  be  claimed. — 55  V.,  c.  8,  s.  4.

8.  In  the  semi-annual  apportionment  of  the  county  school 
fund,  the  Superintendent  of  Education  shall  include  the 
amounts  due  the  managers  of  any  institution  for  the  blind, 
and  issue  drafts  therefor  on  the  treasury  of  the  respective 
municipalities. — 55  V.,  c.  8,  s.  5. 


9.  In  the  case  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town  within 
the  province  in  which  any  blind  person,  as  designated  in 
section  1 of  this  Chapter,  has  a legal  settlement,  and  which 
city  or  town  does  not  contribute  to  or  draw  from  the  county 
school  fund,  there  shall  be  paid  by  such  city  or  town,  to  the 
board  of  managers  of  the  said  school,  an  allowance  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  per  annum  and  such  sum 
shall  form  part  of  the  general  assessment  of  such  city  or  town 
for  each  blind  person  sent  to  said  school,  and  each  such  blind 
person  sent  to  said  school  shall  be  admitted  to  the  said  school 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  1 of  this  Chapter,  the 
chief  executive  officer  of  the  corporation  exercising  the 
powers  therein  conferred  upon  the  warden  of  the  munici- 
pality, and  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  managers  from  the 
provincial  treasury  for  each  such  blind  per-on,  for  which 
such  city  or  town  contributes  such  allowance,  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  in  like  manner  as  is  pro- 
vided in  section  6 of  this  Chapter. — 65  V.,  c.  8,  s.  6. 


10.  The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person  between 
the  ages  of  ten  and  twenty-one  years  who  has  not  the  settle- 
ment referred  to  in  section  1 of  this  Chapter  may,  neverthe- 
less, apply  to  the  warden  of  a municipality  or  the  mayor  of 
the  city  for  an  order  for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the 
Halifax  school,  or  other  institution  for  the  blind  as  aforesaid, 
and  if  the  warden  or  mayor  of  a city  be  satisfied  that  such 
parent  or  guardian  have  or  had  bona  fide  settled  in  the  muni- 
cipality or  city,  with  the  intention  of  remaining,  the  warden 
or  mayor  may  grant  such  order  in  manner  and  form  as 
prescribed  in  section  1 of  this  Chapter,  which  shall  have  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  an  order  given  under  the  provisions 
of  the  said  section. — 55  V.,  c.  8,  s.  7. 

11.  In  case  of  any  person  who  has  been  admitted  to  the 
Halifax  school  or  other  institution  for  the  blind,  as  a ore9j“^i 
or  on  whose  behalf  application  for  admission  to  such  schoo 
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has  been  made,  who  has  do  fettlement  within  any  county  or 
district  of  the  province  as  required  by  section  1 of  this 
Chapter,  the  Provincial  Secretary,  if  satisfied  that  such 
person  is  fairly  chargeable  to  the  province,  may  pay  or 
agree  to  pay  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  said  school  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  tifty  dollars  from  the  provincial 
treasury.— 55  V.,  c.  8,  s.  8 am.
